While proper names, distinguishing one person from 
another, have been in use from tine immemorial, surnomes 
are not met with in recorded history until near the close 
of the Tenth Century.

It is a self-evident fact that surnames were de- 
rived from various sources-«from articles and terms used 
in comuerce and navigation, from localities, from objects 
of nature, animals, colors, avocations, and not infrecuently 
from combinations ér two or more objects or terms.

Honoreble Nathaniel Sackett is the Revolutionary War 
encestor of this line of the family. When he was about 
seventeen years of age, he went to New York and served an 
apprenticeshio in his uncle's store. On reaching his major 
ity he located at Fishkill, oubhess County, New York, end 
there engaged in business on his own bDenalr. Accoraing 
to early records of Fishkill, he was the proprietor of

The par rt teken by Nathaniel Sackett in the long 
end desperate struggle of the colonies for independence

Ninian Beall, son of Dr, James Bell, was born in Largo 
Fifeshire, scotland, in the year 1625, Probably named for 
Saint Ninian (A.D. 350-432), the ote tes saint Ringen. 

(Qn several occasions clerks wrote “Ringen Bell" when 
referring to Ninian Bell (Beall)). } | 

He held a commission as Cornet in the Scotch-English 
Army when it was raised to resist Cromwell, In the 
Battle of Dunbar, September 3S, 1650, he was captured with 
many other Scotch soldiers who were tried and condemned 
to eight years servitude in the British plantations. 

These plantations consisted of the six northern countries 
of Ireland, the Ameriesn colonies and many of the island 
located in the West Indies, 

It has been concluded that Ninian Beall (Bell), because 
of his fsmilisrity with Irish names and people, probably 
spent part of his eight yeers servitude in Ireland, the 
remainder in the Province of Maryland, 

In} 1653 Ninian Beali (Bell) arrived in the Province of 
Maryland where, in the year 1665, one Richard Hell claimed
